A thirteen year old boy manned a machine gun against 
advancing Allied tanks on the Rhineland frontier, while his 
mates passed the ammunition. 

Q An execution squad con 5 >osed of 14-16 year olds shot Polish 

civilian hostages. 

A monument was erected to a boy still living, ccmuncmorating 
the fact that he denounced his father "loyally to the Phhrer": 

( the father was executed for treason). 

Herbert Norkus, the Hitler Youth martyr, is the Horst Wessel 
of most of Germany' s young today. 

Eleven years of Nazi indoctrination, at a most susceptible 
age, in the Hitler Youth has done its work. 

The Hitler Youth is not a Boy Scout or Girl Guide organisa- 
tion. It is in no respect comparable to any organisation for 
young people known to the Western World. 

It is a conpulsory Nazi formation, which has consciously 
sought to breed hate, treachery and cruelty into the mind and 
soul of every German child. It is, in the true sense of the 
word, "education for death". 

Under no circumstances should the Hitler Youth be taken 
lightly or be considered a negligible factor from an operational 
or occupation point of view. 

^ • 

Some 12 to 14 million youths are organised into the four 
branches of the Hitler Youth: 

The Hitler Youth proper (beys from 14-18) 

The German Young Polk (boys 10-14) 

The League of German Girls (girls from 14-18) 

The Young Girls (girls from 10-14) 

A rough estimate on the, basis of over-all figures available 
would place between 3*000,0cb and 300, 000 into each branch. 

Of this number, 30,000 serve as fully-paid, full-time leaders. 

Approximately 1,000 male and 1,000 female Banne (Regiments 
averaging 6,000 memben each) cany on administration and 
training. 

In addition, in A%-3, the Hitler Youth maintained between 
7,000 and 8,000 camps and other establishments. 1,300,000 boys 
(most of them over 14) attended special Hitler Youth training 
courses there in one year. 

514,000 17 year olds received Hitler Youth trkining in Pre- 
Military Training Camps, of which some 300 are at present ’iq^; 1 
operation throu^iout the Reich. 

The emphasis of the following Basic Handbook and appended 
Order of Battle tables is on the 14rl8 year old male grov^, the 
Hitler Youth propep, the- primary potential source of disaffection 
and the primary sotirce of replacements for the Wehrmacht . 

The above figures not only indicate the vast scope of the 
Hitler Youth in German life today, but demonstrate the role which 
it plays in Germany's actual and potential military strength.' ^ 

Both the SS and the Wehrmacht have long since appreciated 
this. Prom mere liaison with the Hitler Youth, their relation- 
ship with the HJ has passed through the stage of supervision and 
has finally resulted in cooq^lete domination. 

The Hitler Youth has become a Wehrmacht replacement pool, 
a manpower reservoir fOr auxiliary war services, end a means of 
strengthening the increasingly pernicious hold on the German 
people of the most ^thless of all Nazi organisations, the SS^ 
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A few courageous young Gerroaos, risking their lives in order 
to salvage their minds, spirits and perhaps their country, have 
sought to escape from the tentacles of the Hitler Youth, and some 
underground, cells composed of such young people are known to exist. 



But it must not be forgotten that every young German has 
been schooled by Nazi teachers, and that this "Junior Army" is 
ready to take the field either individually, in small groups, on 
a larger, more organised scale, or as saboteurs, informers and 
even franctireuTs in defence of Nazism, its fanatical creed. 



PART I 

HISTOKICAL BACKGROUND AND DEVELOPMENT 

Die Jugeodbeyegung (The Gorman Youth Movement) 

The growth and success of the HJ organisations cannot 
be properly appreciated without some reference to the earlier 
history of the Deutsche Jugendbewegung (German Youth Mbv ament). 
Since the end of the last century, the latter gave young 
people an opportunity to express themjselves and to carry on 
various activities in organisations of their ovra. 

Young people of both sexes joined Jxigendgeme inschaft en 
(Youth Communities) and formed groups of Wandervbgel (Young 
Hikers) which had no political programme, but were animated by 
youth's determination to express itself unfettered by the 
older generation* 



Their activities included hiking, camping and evening 
meetings for lectxires and discussionis; much emphasis was 
placed on the rediscovering and singing of old German folk 
songs* 

The "Meissner Formula", a proclamation made by a "Youth 
Rally" in 1913* sh^ed a general policy of "Inner Preedoaf, a 
reaction against the complacency and restrictions of German 
middle-class life, its prejudices and "bourgeois mind". 

After the First World War the youth movement developed at 
an accelerfited pace and reached its peak in the twenties when 
many new gror^s sprang up, and the Bttndische Jugend (League of 
Youth) partly took the place of the original J uge ndbewegung . 

At this point many political parties, among them the 
NSDAP (Nationalsozialistlsohe Deutsche Arbeitei*pai*tei- Natlonal 
Socialist Workers' Party) began to form their own youbh 
organisations, and it is estimated that in the late nineteen- 
twenties four million German boys and girls belonged to the 
young pecple's sections of various political and non-political 
factions, sCme 80,000 being members of the original Blind isc he 
Jugend (League of Youth). 

The liMis were regarded as outsiders by virtually all 
other youth formations. 






2. Beginnings of the HJ 

On March 8th, 1922, Hitler, in his ovm newspaper, the 
"ViJlkische Beobachter", announced the establishment of the 
Jxigendbund der NSDAP (Youth League of the Nazi Party) , later 
known as the Jungslnmn Adolf Hitler (Youth Shock Troop Adolf 
Hitler). 

Other youth groups with National Soc^list tendepcies - 
also existed* but were not directly affiliated to Hitler's 
Jugendbund . T^ the^ Nationalsezialiatiaohei^x^eitepju^

Although the lU had borrowed much of its technique and

In 2^2^ i-t hecsme a Jxmior branch of the SA (Storm- 
troopers) and ife'rectly suboMinate to the SA High Coanand.

In 1928 600 bc^s btered at tiie first national i-T rally 
at BAD STEBEMU At thf JRNRBRG- Party Rally of the following 
year 2,500 boys werq, p sent* 

In 192:9 the NS; Sc ilerbund (Nazi Secondary School Boys 
League) vTas recognised vs an official affiliate of the Hitler 
Youth Organisation. • 

By 193P the JU had 900 Ortsgruppen (local groups) in 
Geimany andc^.the Iff (Deu tsohes Jutigvolk- Geiman Young Polk) for 
boys aged lp-14 and BDM ( Bund Deut scher Mftdel- League of 
Geman Girls) were founded as branches of the ffiT* 

By 1931 the total membership had expanded to 15,000. 

Despite <3lfe fact that tne KT was ten5>orarily banned by 
the Republican Government, its ranks continued to swell imder 
the leadership of Baldur von SCHIRACH and by 1932 its numbers 
had risen to 250,000. In the same year the HJ waa separated 
frcm the SA, mainly to free it from the ban imposed on the 
Stonatroopeia. 

When Hitler took over full Govemmenlal power in 1933, 
many more boys and girls Joined, and all p-tiier youth organi- 
sations were rapidly pjrohibited and disbanded, -their meohers 
being subsequently urged to Join -the KT* 

Considerable opposition was encountered at first from 
the Catholio and Left Wing You-fch Movements, but -these 
organisations, too, -were partly crushed and palely absorbed 
in ruthless fashion. 

After -the first year of the Nazi regime, the HJ, includ- 
ing its branches, DJ, JM, and BDM, imbered 

One year later -this figure had aotiially dc^ and by 
-fche 1st. of Decerheri 1934', when -the ® -was ' decjared 
S-fcaats jxigend ( Gcvernment-sponsored You-th Orgahisa-tibn) , -the 
total amounted to Six million, of whioh one and a vhalf 
million belonged to the HJ, prop«r, the others to its 
branches. 

4. Reichs jugenddienstpflioht ( C^aapulsoiy You-th Servioe) 

The Decree of December 1, 1936, providing for Reiohs- 
Jugenddienstpf lioht ( CoBg>ulsory Youth Servioe j , not only 
legalised the existenoe of -tiie HJ, but also completely 
destroyed all -the remaining youth organisations in Gezraany. 

The decree contained -three major points t 

(aV All Gexman Youth shall Join the HI* 

(b) Tlie mission of -the HJ is to train all German You-th- 
physically^ men-tally and morally for national 
service in the. ^ifit of National Soc i a li sm. School 
and home are subordinated to -the interests of the 
State . 

(c) The Raichs Jugendithrer (Reich Youth Leader) is 
en-trus-ted -^th all phases of -the educatj^on of German 
you-th, and is responsible only to the POHRER. 
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Every child being ccwipelled to serve in the HJ, the 
Party gained an enormous influence over the youth of the 
country and an assured supply of recruits for its own ranks. 

By "voluntary application" the highest age group may 
apply for transfer into any NSDAP Gliederungen (formations) 
e.g, the SA, SS, or NSKK, Only the select are accepted for 
the NSDAP (Nazi Party proper) itself. 



An atteiiqpt to maintain a Stamm-HJ (Original Hj) as a 
superin^josed structure, including only members of long stand- 
ing or those nbo had proved themselves ardent Nazis, resulted 
in much confusion and had to be abandoned.

5* jMain branches of the Hltler-Jugend 

The Hitlei^Jugepd is organised into four main branches, 

(a) Hitler-Jugend for boys aged 14-18 

,b) Deutsches Jungvolk (DJ or German Young Polk) for 
boys aged IG -14 ■who subsequentiy^transfer to the 
HJ proper. 

(c) Bund peutscher M&del (BDM or League of Geiraan 
Girls) for girls aged I 4 -I 8 . 

(d) Jvinan&del (JM or Young Girls) for girls aged IQ- 
14 -who subsequently transfer to the BDM proper. 

The tej^ms HJ and BDM are used very loosely, and require 
a special note. Strictly speaking HJ refers to (a) above, 
and BDM to (c) above. In practice, however, HJ is widely 
used to cover both (a) and (b), and BDM to cover both (o) 
and (d). 

Further, the tem KT is used in, a third sense, to 
indicate the whole 'Youth Movement* 

For convenience all these meanings have been used in 
this handbook, as the sense should invariably be clear 
from the context. 

Organisation of the four branches runs along parallel 
lines. 

The programme of the DJ consists of preparatory training 
for the HJ. Although specie! training in Soridereinheitep 
(Specialist Units) is officially limited to members of the HJ 
proper, specialist units such as Flieger-DJ (Aviation) and 
H achr i cht e n-DJ (Signals) have recently been reported in the 
DJ. . 



The task of the BDM and JM is the education of girls for 
’'companionship, honour and faith". They are to be made 
"conscious of their duty as Geiman girls to Become good 
housewives and to have as many children as possible", 

A sub-section, Glaube und SchBnheit (Faith and Beauty) , 
organises women volunteers between the ages of 18 and 21 yrho 
aspire to careers in the girls’ and women's organisations of 
the Nazi Party and its affiliates, e,g, the NSP (National 
Socialist Party Women' a Branch) and the NSY (National Social- 
ist Welfare Organisation), 

6 , Die Reicha.lugendfdhrung (Reich Youth directorate) 

The Reichs.iugendfdhrung (EJP - Reich Youth Directorate) 
controls the policy as well as the administfation of the 
whole HJ, 

Lt is headed by a Reiehs.1ugendftthrer (Reich Youth 
Leader) assisted by an Adjutant and a Stabs ftthrer (Chief of 
Staff) . The Reichsreferentin (BDM) conttols the BEM (Bund 
Deutscher Mftdel— Leagie of Geiman Girls) EJid the JM ( J ung- 
mfidel - Young Girls) , and she is responsible directly to the 
Reichs.lugendftthrer, 
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The RJP is divided into five special executive branches 
(Zentralant . Auslands-und Volks tMnMuMB* Ktnderlaodverschlcki - 
l^legsbetreuuagsdienst. AH-SchulenV and into six Haunt- 
s' ^Departments) , The bureaux of the Hauptamt er are known 
as ^ter . and their sections and sub-sections as Hauptabteil- 
uQgen and Abteilungen respectively* 

All Reichsschulen (National Schools) are controlled by 
the EJP. 

For chart and details of the BJF see Annexe C 

Note : Used in connection with the EJF, the abbreviation ’’HA" 

indicates Hauptamt (Department) : in the Gebie tsf^Hm np> 
it stands for the Hauptabteilunc; (Executive Section) , 
See next paragraph* 

7. KJ Qebiete (KT Regions) 

The EU inside Greater. Germany is organised into 43 
Gebiete (Regions). With the exception of the Gebiet Sudeten- 
land and the Gebiet Befehlsstelle Bfthmen und MHhrwn each •, 
such region corresponds to a Gau (district) of the Naal Party 
proper. For occvqpied territory, see para. 37, For list of 
Gebiete and corresponding Party Gaue, see Annexe A, 

Each Gebiet is headed by the Gebietsitthrer (Regional 
Leader), whose deputy is his Stabsleiter (chi^ of Staff). 

•The Gebiet sfMirung (Regional is organised into 
Hauptabteilungen (Executive Sections) , abbreviated to HA, 
and special semi-independent offices. The functions of the 
Hauptabteilungen in general correspond to those of the Haupt- 
Smter (Departments) of the RTF:- 

HA I Personnel 

HA , II Pre-military Training and Sports 

HA III Ideological Training and Cultural Activities 

HA IV Social Services 

HA 7 Buildings and Homes 

HA VI Legal Matters 

Hauptabteilimgen are split iq> into Abteilungen (Sub- 
sections)! 

The Gebietafflhrwr may appoint a subordinate to perform 
tasks which are normally the function of a HA or its sub- 
section. Such specially appointed officials 'are termed, for 
exanple; 

Grebietsbeauftragter (Regional Plenipotentiary) fttr KLV 
(Kinderlandverschickung-Evacuation of Children) or 

Gebietamusikrefereot (Regional Director of iJuaic) or 
Gebietsarat (Regional Director of Medicine), 

A Gebiatainapektaor may be a general inspector of ihe HJ 
within the region, or he max be a specialist (e.g, Xn^eotor 
of Plying, Signals or Camps) in charge of sptcialist Untts. 

TiAftVi Cablet administern and maintains schools and camps. 
Two or more GebietsfahrerachUleo (Regional Officers* Schools) 
provide training for the many executive poste required by the 
Organisation. Some Gebiete oonduot special schools, such as 
music or medical schools or provide other specialist *s 
courses. 
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Although the Armed Poreas have actually taken over the 
operation of the ffehrertttchttguDgslager (Pre-nilitary Train- 
ing C^s) the GebietafOhrung concerned still administers* 
them. 

All youth hostels, nominally under the Deutsche Jugend- 
herhergen (DJH or German Youth Hostels, an organisation car- 
ried over from the Republic) are actually under HJ admini- 
stration and supervision. 

Details of each Gebiet are given in Annexe A, Pari Two. 

8, The HT S tan dor t (Garrison) 



The KJ Standort (Garrison) is the highest local author- 
ity on all matters concerning German Youth, It is under the 
command of the Standort fOhrer ( Garrison Commander) and 
handles all administrative details with regard to Reichs- 
jxxge nddien stpf licht (Compulsory National Youth Service) . 

The Standort maintains the individual youth's Jugend- 
staramblatt (Personal Record) ; this contains all personal 
data, information .on activities etc. in the greatest detail. 

Extracts of the most essential information are kept on 
the Karteikarte (Piling Card) held by the member's unit, and 
on the Dienstkarte (Service Card) , which also serves as 
personal identity card. 

Being a local administrative authority, the Standort is 
not part of the unit structure of the HJ, although, as will 
be seen in the Order of Battle lists (Annexe A), the Stand- 
ortfflhrer (SQP) is often also the commander of a Bann . 

9. HJ Banne (Regiments) 



The Bann (Regiment) is the basic unit of the HJ: in a? 
Gebiet there are from ten to thirty, or even more; Banne, 

In 1943 the Jungbann of the DJ, par$llel>; to the Bann, 
was abolishsd and the DJ JungstSmme (litbraliy "Youth Tribe ) 
were placed under the stipe ivision of the. HJ Band . 

Generally each NSDAP-Kreis (Paii;;^:^bVG^ 

District) contains one corresponding ^ Batfnt .and its Head- 
quarters are located in the same t<^ , as’ the ;cOr^ 

NSDAF-Kre is HQ. Larger Banne sometimes oiganise their own 
schools and courses and some even operate youth hostels and 
homes as well as canping sites. 

The Bann is led by the BannftLhrer who frequently also 
holds the office' of Stendortftthrer (Garrison Commander) , He 
is assisted by an Adjutant and a HauptstawmfObrer . 

The Bann administration is divided into ^ Hauptstellen 
(Executive Offices) the functions of which generally 
correspond to the 6 Haupt&mter (Departments) of the BJF and 
the 6 parallel Hauptabteilungen (Executive Sections) of the 
Gebietaftthrung (Regional Command HQs) . 

An average Bemn of about 6,000 is sub-divided into 5 
StBnme ("Tribes") of the KT arid 5 Jungsthnune of the DJ with 
a strength of about 600 each, but a large Bann of 9,000 
might contain 1 5 Stfcnme . 

10, Specialist Units of the Bann 

Each Bann has some special service units, usually:- 
Motor-Stamm (Motorised) 

Flieger-St amm (Aviation) and 
N achricht en-St amm (Signals). 
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These special seivlce Stftnme are suh>divided in 
accordance with the established pattern of Gefolgsohaft 
(Con5>any), Schar (Platoon) and Kamaradschaft ( Co^ade ship ) 
as outlined below. (para.1l) 

Among the smaller special service units found in the 
average Stamm are:- 

One or two l&isik-Gefolgschaften (]6;sic) 

A Sicherungsdienst (SBD)»Gefoleachaft (Security 
Detachmec*; for patrolling, and 
A Peueiwelj^sSchaT (Firefighting Platoon) .

11. Organisation below Regimental level 



From, the Stamm downwards the tinit of organisation is 
standardised. A Stamm is divided into 4 Qefolgaohaften 
(Con^anies) of 150 each, and the Gefolgschaft is organised 
into 3 Scharen (Platoons) of 30 each* 

Each Sch^ is sub-divided into 3 Karoaradschaften 
(Comradeships} of 15 each, and the latter split into 2 
Rotten (files). A diagram giving organisation details will 
be found in Annexe C. The number of youths in a community 
deteimines whether a Stamm. Gefolgschaft or Schar is 
organised there* 



Numbering of Units 



The numbering system of the Banne was originally 
designed to correspond with the regimental nruabers of the 
Wehmnacht in the same aarea* The H7 was to "carzy on the 
old tradition" but the rapid expansion of the KT made 
great inconsistencies inevitable, 

Besides its number each Bann carries a name; this may be 
a special name (e.g* a.Pftrty nuurtyi^ ot a geographical tezm) or 
simply the name of the HQ Ibcation, or both. 

Unit designations are usually given in arable numerals, 
the first indicating the Gefolgschaft . the second indicating 
the Bann . Thus l/l 00 stands for first Gefolgsohaft of Bann 
100. Na.l/l00 stands for first NachrichtecHGefolgschaft 
(Signals Unit) of Bann 100* 

The SteUmn is indicated by a Roman Numeral. Thus 1/100 
stands for the first Stai^ of Bann lOO. Na*l/100 stands for 
the first Nachrichte n-St amm of sWin 100. 

The special service units are nijmbered consecutively in 
a separate series for each branch within every Bann .

I t is noterrorthy that this oath is strikingly similar 
to that administered to the Vaffen S3 . 

The new boy member is now entitled to wear the dagger 
with the inscription ”Blut und Ehre” ("Blood and Honour”),

14, Basic Training 

Activities of the HJ membership are; numerous and take 
up a good deal of the German boy’s time; exactly how much it 
is impossible to estimate, even though many regulations have 
been issued on this subject. It may be said, however, that 
most of the time not spent at work or school is sqpent serv- 
ing the HJ, 

At present it appears that the day-to-day situation 
largely regulates the duties required of ^ members, but the 
basic peace time progratme is carried on side-by-side with 
the war duties resulting from Gennany's manpower shortage. 

Weltanschauung (ideological training) is at all times 
one of the in^ortant x>hases in a yoxing German’s schooling* 

At least one evening each week is spent attending lectxires 
given by specially trained leaders who \ise minutely worked 
out directives and Scbulungsbriefe (educational pan^hlets) • 
Here the HJ boys memorise mahy stock phrases of the Nazi 
political programme. 

Physic^ training in the HJ is designed to develop the 
young Germans, in Hitler' s own words, into Junior stgjermen: 
"hard as steel, toxi;E^ as leather and swift as greyhounds". 

All physical training is carried out with the help and 
supervision of the NSEBL, the Nat ionalsozialistischer Reicha - 
bund fflr Leibestlbung (National Socialist League for Physical 
Training)., ^ 
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Two of the three weekly meetings are usually devoted to 
scene fozm of physical exercise inevitably of military nature 
(grenade threwing, amall arms practice, etc.). Thus when the 
boy arrives at a Scnmerlaaer (sdmmer camp) or W ehrertflohtig- 
ungslager (WEL or i^military Training Canp) , he is already 
well acquainted with basic military formations land drill. 

The training, both mental and.plysical, is permeated by 
Nazi ideology and method, and in these canps, vacation periods 
are utilised by the Nazi Party to strengthen still further 
its hold over the young. 

Various contests, such as Musischer Wettbewerb (Music 
and Art Owitest) , Beichsberufswettkampf (National Vocational 
Contest) as^ sports m national and regional levels, 

are held in ordw to stlmu^ a qjdrlt of competition and to 
promote hi^r standfia^^^^^^^^^b^^ 

Winners are usually presented With oertifioates or 
badges, and reoei^ cdomensurate publicity in HJ publications, 
being hailed almost as ;)onior heroes. . 

Details of HJ ^oficiency Examinations are given in 
Annexe E. 

15. Vocational Training 



The vocational guidance programme of the HJ is conducted 
in the closest co-operation with the Deutsche Arbeitsfyent 
(Pap or German Labour Front) . The Gau.lugendwalter (Nazi 
Party Regional Youth Sepreaentative for the DAP) collaborates 
with the respective GebietsfOhrung in vocational guidance for 
the HJ. 

LandMenst (Paim Service) in distinct ccaatrast to the 
Land.iabr (obligatory year in agriculture) involves four years 
of training in all phases of agriculture, part of which is 
conducted on a Landdienatlehrhof (model training farm) ; see 
Annexe A. 

In peacetime , upon graduation at 18 the boy receives his 
Neubauemsohaln (Junior Parmer’s Certificate) * The aim of 
this training was to provide a number of young farmers to 
colonise the Eastern Territories. 

Land Service formerly claimed many H J boys, but today, 
because of shortages elsewhere, they are called for such work 
only when a farm labour shortage is acute enough to require 
them, either locally, 6r elsewhere in the Reich or in 
occupied territories. 

For girls this Corvice year remains universally 
obligatory. 



Tha Berpdienst (lifiTiing Service) of the HJ trains boys of 
18 (also during war-time) for leading positions in the m i nin g 
industry. 

The five year course includes one year of Reich Labour 
Service (RAD' or ReiohaarbeitsdienatY and is divided into three 
phases. Each phase is coo^leted by an examination, and the 
candidate progressively attains the rank of Enanpe (Miner) , 
Hauer (Hewer) and Steiger (Foreman) . 

Wages for productive work performed during the schooling 
range frem 15 EM to 45 IM per month, and an additional 1? 
are deposited in the boy' s Govemmait Savings Account to 
which he has no personal access.. 



16. Schools 

The HJ has developed an extensive system of schools 
designed to train future leaders for its own and other NSDAP 
organisations. 

These potential leaders are carefully moulded into the 
pattern of National Socialism and emerge as conscious Naais, 
applying their philosophy to all ^tu&tions and persona, 

(Cases are on record of elderly oitiaens being thrown 
into concentration caBya meopely for maWng conten5>tuous 
references to HJ meoibera,) 

Lists of all HJ schools ■will be found in Annexe A, 

17. GebietsfOhrerschulen (Regional Schools for Officers) 

Gebie-tsfflhrerschulen (Regional Schools for Officers) are 
controlled by the GebletsfQhrung (Regional Command HQs) and 
serve as ■training cen'tres for those boys ■who already lead 
large groups or •who are capable of doing so. 

The boys are ^ven special courses in physical training 
and Party doctrines by HJ training personnel and schooled to 
fill posts ■within the struc^ture of the Qebiet. 

Instruction is given throughout' th®’ year, but primarily 
during holidays or Summer months. 

18. Reichssohulen (National Schools) 

These schools are under the direct supervision of the 
RJP. They are specialist schools attended by HJ members from 
all Cebiete . 

Curricula, are based on military, naval, sport, admini- 
strative and other subjects, but leadership is stressed 
equally with proficiency in the fecial subject. 

The Auslands- und Volktumsamt (Bureau for Foreign 
Affairs and Germanism) conducts courses in foreign languages 
and awards the HJ-S^orao TTw^ ■^■ti e rscheln (interpreter’s 
Certificate) for proficiency.

Tuition must be 
paid by parents. 

Graduates are not particularly enjoined to enter party 
or Government service , but are usually attracted to military 
careers because of preferential trea'tment in the attainment 
of commissions. 

20. The Reichs.iugendakademie (National Youth Academy) 

The Reichs .'iugendakadecoie (National Xouth Academy) in 
BRAUNSCHS7EIG, a formal institute of higher' learning for 
senior HJ leaders, was set up in 1939 when it took over the 
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anlarged functions of the Reiohs Juflendfflhrerschule (National 
Youth Officers School) still in operation in POTSDAM. 
Candidates for admission must have reached their 17th birth- 
day and have con5>leted secondary school or vocational train- 
ing. The school trains HJ leaders who v/ish to make a career 
of their calling. 

The ordinary course lasts two years and consists of five 
phases unbracing practical expeiienoe in Bann administration, 
three weelcs of manual labour in German industry and six 
months abroad. 

Successful completion of studies entitles the student to 
the Jugendfflhrerpatent (Youth Leader Commission) and resvilts 
in immediate appointment to a responsible position in the HJ. 

Recenbly; disabled War veteriis between the ages of 21 
and 28 have been admitted in large numbeins, and various 
shorter courses in Administration, Nazi Ideology, “Cultural 
Work”, Pi^ss and Propaganda, Health Service, Social Work or 
Pam Service were instituted for them. 



21. Adolf-flitlerHSbhulen (Adolf Hitler Schools) 

Adolf-Hitler-Schulen (Adolf Hitler Schools) are free 
boarding schools conducted by the NSDAP, so called because 
th^ were conceived, "partly endowed" and allegedly 
architechturally planned by the PQhrer himself. Each school 
is directly under the supervision of the respective NSDAP 
Gauleiter ( Party District Executive). Students are selected 
at the age of twelve from the ranlos of -the DJ, and admission 
depends on possession 'tof all the basic characteristics of a 
good Nazi. 

These schools oombine a curious mixture of toughness and 
luxury. They are on the secondary school level and place 
great emphasis on military '’sports", character building, and 
devotion to the Party-state. 

The teaching staff has received some or all of -its train- 
ing at tiae Reiohs jorgendakademie . The student is regarded as 
a memjDer of the HJ throughout his five years of schooling. 
Upon graduation, the students designed for eventual NSDAP 
leadership are admitted into the- Party prefer. 

Of the 4^000 graduates emergins from the AH Schulen each 
year, 1,000 ar^ selected to reassemble after seven years of 
Party or HJ work, and, With other outstanding young leaders, 
to erefcer one of the Ofdensburgen (Castles of the Teutonic 
Order). „

22, War Service 

War has in 5 >osed many additional responsibilities on the HJ. . 

and efforts are made to place the boys idiere manpower shortages -- 

are most pressing. To attract youth into German industries and 
siniultaneoxisly maintain political hold over them HJ, -Lehrlings- 
heime (Apprentices Homes) have been instituted in the large towns, 

'(diere in additioa to eight-hour day in the factories, the boys 
also carry out nearly full HJ duties. Wages are nominal and 
saving is cooipulsory. 

The Kriegseinsatz (War Saergency Service) was created to help 
with duties such as firefighting and ARP, HJ. personnel also 
working as conductors, mail clerks, postmen, street cleaners etc. 

War salvage activities and collections for war charities are 
conducted regularly by the HJ as well as the Kinderlandver- 
schiokimg (KLV, or evactiation of children from booS>ed areas). 

In the Kriegabetreuungsdienst (KBD or Forces Welfare Service) 
the HJ writes letters and sends parcels to the front, entertains 
soldiers in hospitals or while on leave, and runs canteens for 
members of the Army, 

The German High Command's call for volunteers has been met by 
a considerable response from the 17 year olds of the HJ. 

Volunteering is made attractive by the granting of special privi- 
leges, such as short leaves, the wearing of the HJ armlet on the 
left upper, arm of the army tunic, and the designation of ** Kriegs- 
freiwilliger " (Volunteer), instead of the customary "private”, 

hJ" serving in any capacity with ihe Armed Forces are also / ) 

entitled to receive regular army decorations for good work. 

Many HJ boys of the older age groups have also volunteered 
to serve as Armed Force Auxilieu'ies in defence of the home country. 

HJ - Luf twaffenhelfer (AA Auxiliaries) are sixteen year olds 
organised to man anti-aircraft defences, serve as spotters, and 
work at AA posts, releasing menibers of the Armed Forces for front 
line duty. 

Only students of secondary schools may volunteer for training 
and assignment as Luf twaffenhelfer . They may be transferred to 

any distant danger area, but are bi-annually guaranteed a two-week 
holiday to see their families. Their HJ uniform is supplemented 
by airforce boots, a steel helmet, and other necessary personal 
Luftwaffe equipment. 

HJ -Marinehelfer (Naval Auxiliaries) are members of the 
Marine-HJ . who have volunteered for routine duties with the Navy 
in the' coastal areas of Germany. 

Panzerschreckabte iluncren (.tank delaying sections) of the HJ. 
have recently been reported in action against the invading Allied 
azmoured units. 

25. Liaison with the Armed Forces 

All branches of the Armed Forces have maintained close 
liaison with the HJ having their own representatives in the RJF 
(Reich Youth Directorate). The Army, Airforce, and Navy fix 
definite annual quotas for special training in the HJ with a 
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view to future recruiting. 

Each Wehrlcreis (military district or Corps Conmands of the 
Wehrmacht) and each Inftgau (district of the Luftwaffe) has a 
Naohwuohsoffizier (Recruiting Officer) who is assisted by a HJ 
Verbindungsoffizier (HJ-- Liaison Officer). 

^ order of the Anqy High Coiunand a direct relationship 
between units of the field army and units of the HJ was estab- 
lished in Janmry 1944, A regiment or an independent battalion 
"adopts" a HJ»-Bann as Patehbann (Poster Bann). The regiment's 
Ersatz Einheit (Replacement D^ot) , located in the vicinity of the 
Bann . actively collaborates in the military training programme of 
the Bann . 

Members of the adopting army regiment or battalion in the 
field are often detached to the Bann to relate their war experien- 
ces and to act as tenporary instructors, 

m this connection it must be mentioned that the Vfaf fen-SS 
exerts a disproportionately high influence upon the HJT^ 

In response to the increased need for trained manpower in the 
Armed Forces, the HJ has undertaken to provide basic training for 
boys under military age. Although semi-military activities have 
always played an important part among the duties of the HJ 
formal pre -military training under direct svpervision of the Armed 
Forces was not introduced until 194^. Its purpose is to 
stqplement the training idiich must be compressed into a very short 
period when the boys are called up for regular service.

The most effective form of pre-military training takes place 
in the Vehrertdohtigungslager ( WSL or Pre-Military Training 
Canps), of which some 300 are believed to exist in Greater (^nuany. 

Bwry 17 year old boy is required to take the • three weeks 
basic course at a WEL before being drafted to labotir service or 
prior to being "induced to volunteer" for the Armed Forces, 
including the Vaffen-SS, 

The Usual V/EL hM acccxmodation for 300 to 400 boys, who are 
organised into Scharen and Kameradschaf ten . 

instructors are Army officers or more frequently nowadays 
officers of the ffaffen-SS and NCO's with combat experience. 
Professional or semi-professional HJ leader's serve as assistants 
and administrators only and a staff of male and female civilians 
maintain routine services. 

The WEL is a very modem establishment, in no way comparable 
to army barracks. It has dining rooms, lounges, modemly-e quipped 
kitchens and sick bays, atom rcxxns, lecture halls with special 
technical and demonstrating equipment, motor pools and shops, 
sports arenan, and firing ranges. 

The training plan provides for practical field axeroises, and 
manoeuvres, the use of small aims, as well as sports and 
ideological schoolinig. Close or^r drill is kept to a minimum. 

The K.-Sohein (War Training Certificate) marks the sucoessful 
conpletion of the course.

In the SED are cOTihined all the various tasks of a 
supplementary S3 and pol '> ce force, Ifeoibers check on the 
appearance of the oidier - J metnbers as individuals and in 
formations; they also ' <ntrol the youths passing through railroad 
stations and hostels. Airthermore they correct such offences as 
begging, vagrancy and fr udulent collections. 

Hie SED • operates Ic closest collaboration with police 
authorities, including Gestapo and its mmnbers, trained and 
svipervised by S3, are regarded as eventual 33 replacanents. 

The SED may indeed be considered a major problem for an 
occupying force and a potential source of (^position and sabotage. 
Its members' are among the most dangerous and unscrupulous types 
used as raiding squads and informers. In Poland they made up 
execution squads and formed RoUkdanandoa (Pursuit Detachments) 
serving xmder Death's Head Officers of the S3.

The Schne llkcnimando (Emergency Squad) is a sub-unit of the 
3RD which is at the disposal of Germany’s various police forces 
for special duty at danger spots during air raids, etc. 

In localities where no regular Feuerwehreinheiten (Fire- 
fighting Iftiits) of the HJ Bamt have been organised, branches of 
the 3RD are enployed in "this capaci'ty. 

The distinctive insignia of the SED is a black ribbon around 
the sleeve with the inscrip ti<Mx "Streifendienst* * ( see plate in 
Annexe C).

Musikztbze have edways played a great part in "the special 
activities of the HJ and meetings and festivities of "the 
organisation are invariably eaibellished by the performances of 
these musical units. 

Combinations of band groups range from drum arid fife bands 
to bugle .(fanfares) corps arid full size bress bands. 

Each Bann has at least one Musikgef blgschaft (Musio Conpany) , 
and musical training is given in special HJ Courses at most 
musical institutes in Germany, Some music schools have even been 
taken over by the HJ for this purpose. (For list, see Annexe A) 
It is believed that bugle code signals have recently been taugbt 
in these schools. 






Bxe beat musicians are selected to.; b<s meters of the HJ 
Reiohsmusikzug (National HJ Band) triblch fwquently tours Greater 
Geraany and often ‘broadcasta. 

All members of musical mits wear ”3chirelbenneaten 
(Epaulettes with fringes) as distinctive insignia. 

Spielsoharoi are propaganda troops which present shows and 
plays expounding Nazi ideology. Some Baone and each Gebiet 
maintain a Spielschar . Performances of particular' interest and 
value to the organisation are given over the air.

3k* HJ Leaders 

With the introduction of cco 5 )ulsory youth service in 
1 936 a considerable need for new leaders arose. Only 8 ,000 
HauptSmtliche PShrer ( full-time . professional and salaried 
officials) were available for the leadership of millions of 
new members. 

At first many new leaders were combed out of the old 
ranks of the Stanaa~HJ (see para 3) • When this source was 
depleted, less qualifi^ c^pointments were made. 

In any case, all HJ officials are chosen by the Command 
HQ of the next higher administrative level in accordance with 
the Nasi "P(ihreiprinzip“. This has led to much intrigue, the 
use of influence, and personal conflicts in connection with 
both appointments and promotions. 

To stop the gaps left by leaders having entered the 
Armed Forces , functionaries of other Nazi I^arty organisations 
are being drafted to fill their posts temporarily. Until 
Spring 1944 Haupt&atliohe FQhrer . of which there are at 
present about 30 ,000 , received military deferment , but 
might volunteer, if they so wished. 

35* Ranks

HJ leaders are 
eo^plojred on a fully paid basis. Lotrer ranks, by the display 
of special zeal may in certain cases also receive 
remunerations (Sch^fBhrer — 120 EM per month; Gefolgschafts- 
fOhrer - 200 EM per month) .

OPPOSmCW TOOTH MOVEMENTS 
40. Legal Measures regarding Geiman Youth 

The Polizeiverordnung zum Schutze der Deutschen Jugend 
(Police Decree for the Protection of Genuan Youth) issued in 
November 1943 Ly HIMLHER, in his capacity as Chief of the 
German Police, indicates that Hitler's can 5 )aign to Trin the 
youth of Germany, despite its thoroughness, has met with some 
resistance. 

The decree prohibits youths between the ages of 16 and 
18 f^cm frequenting places of entertainment after 9 o'clock 
in the evening, imless accon 5 )anied by a parent or guardian. 

People under 16 are con 5 >letely barred from such locales 
after 9 o'clock, and no one xmder 18 is permitted to smoke, 
dance or drink in public under any circumstances. 

Those who join the Wehimacht and SS are exempt from 
these regulations: this is believed to have encouraged 
recruitment. 

The real purpose of this edict, aside from any pretended 
moral or so-called disciplinary reasons, may have been to 
discourage unsupervised gatherings of young pecple, where 
opposition to the regime might be planned or covertly 
di^layed. 



Unofficial youth organisations outside the HJ 



Reports on hand clearly indicate the existence and 
growing strength of underground and unofficial organisatibns 
operating outside the Hj". 

Seme of them are secret remnants of the old "BQndische 
Jugend " or the confessional youth movements j others are 
probably Left Wing in origin. Some have recently been 
created as s ma ll grovps functioning within a town, city or 
city district j others may have national or regional 
connections. 

It is not always clear whether these groups exist as 
convinced anti-Nazi cells or are merely a reaction to the 
restrictions, discipline and military orientation of the HJ. 
Many have simply developed out of the desire of young' people 
to enjoy their sports, hikes and cultural activities unshack- 
led by party supervision and coercion. 

A group in Austria, called "Witener PraterschltLrf e " 
plans its activities in local dance haHs and its activities 
have been reported in the Viennese press. 

Some meet secretly at their leader's home, some assemble 
(•tender the guidances of a parish priest or minister, some are 
led by older people, while a few maintain liaison with adult 
underground movements. Members often wear secret insignia 
inside their coat lapels. . 

So-called " Edelweissoiraten" , (EP or Edelweissbanden) 
in the RMneland, the Ruhr, Weslphalia and Southern Geimany 
have attacked isolated HJ boys, provoked them in street 
fights, assaulted SS and SA personnel and even perfomed acts 
of sabotage, such as starting fires in fuel dumps.

It is reported that on apprehension for the first 
time, these boys are liable, in case of lesser deoieanours 
to be taken into custody ever a weekend ( ” Jugendarrest ") 
Further offences resiilt in sentences to Zwangsapstalten 
(Conrpulsory Institutes) . 

Two fozmer concentration camps, at RAVENSERf^CK and 
MORINGM, have been transfoimed into .

Sipo (Security Police Camps for the ITotective Custody of 
Youths) , and are said to c<xne up to the standard of the 
normal adult concentration canps, for brutal treatment of 
the inmates.
